Zion Chapel student addresses Coffee County 
BOE members regarding school’s AP program

Coffee County Board of 
Education members heard a 
plea Thursday evening, 
April 3, from a Zion Chapel 
student for the board to 
reconsider a decision to 
drop the AP [Advance 
Placement] program at the 
high school. 

Zion Chapel senior 
Savannah Parker said when 
she graduates in May she 
will be a third generation 
graduation of Zion Chapel 
from her family. She said 
this is something she is 
very proud of for herself 
and for her family. 

Last Thursday evening 
during the Coffee County 
BOE meeting, Parker said 
she was speaking on behalf 
of a unified Zion Chapel 
student body in her capaci- 
ty as SGA vice president. 
She said she was there to 
express concerns from the 
student body regarding a 
decision for the discontinu- 
ation of the AP Program. 

“AP has been pivotal in 
my academic success,” 
Parker said. “I stand here 
on behalf of a unified stu- 
dent body that feels we 
have been ignored on mat- 
ters that affect us directly.” 

Parker said there had 
been several misunder- 
standings regarding the AP 
program being dropped, 
and she said she was repre- 
senting the current students 
and future students that 
might not be able to afford 


other advanced education 
programs. She also said she 
was representing the teach- 
ers that had poured their 
hearts and souls into teach- 
ing the AP programs at 
Zion Chapel. 

Parker said the AP 
Program is one that does 


not discriminate against the 
amount of a parent’s pay- 
check in offering opportu- 
nities to the students. 

The AP Program has 
been funded at Zion Chapel

A Coffee County 
Grand Jury recently 
indicted former Elba 
Police Chief Freddy 
Hanchey and former 
Elba Police Lieutenant 
Robert LaVoie on one 
count of fraud each. 

This stems from an 
investigation of the Elba 
Police Department in 
regards to the alleged 
forging and submission 
of paperwork provided 
to APOST [Alabama 
Peace Officers’ 
Standards and Training 
Commission] of 
required annual 
firearms qualification 
reports for the depart- 
ment’s police officers. 

APOST revoked the 
certifications as police 
officers of both 
Hanchey and LaVoie 
last July at the conclu- 
sion of its investigation. 

The investigation/evi- 
dence then was submit- 
ted for further review 
by the Grand Jury, and 
during the recent ses- 
sion the Grand Jury 
reportedly returned the 
indictments for the 
fraud charge for each. 

After turning them- 
selves in to authorities 
for booking for the 
fraud charge, both 
Hanchey and LaVoie 
each posted bond. 


Rod Morgan said it would 
still be inappropriate to 
divulge any further details 
regarding this project at this 
time, thus the reason behind 
still referring to it as Project 
X. 

Upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Coffee County 
Water Authority, board 
members Loftin Martin and 
Ouida Cotton were reap- 
pointed by commissioners 
to another term each on the 
water authority board.

Fittingly, this meeting 
also found the Elba City 
Council approving a 
proclamation recognizing 
the week of April 10-20th 
as National Public 
Telecommunicators Week. 

Coffee County E911 
chairman Dean Blair and 
E911 coordinator Marvin 
MclILwain addressed the 
council during Monday’s 
meeting, and each said they 


wanted to come and offi- 
cially recognize the dis- 
patchers involved in that 
delivery for a job well 
done. 

“We wanted to recognize 
our 911 dispatchers [Jesse 
Jones, Denise Boyd and 
Elizabeth Snell] for the 
amazing job they did on 
March 16th,” Blair said. 
“This recognition comes 
directly from our E911 
board, and we want to 
stress to these folks how 
much we appreciate what 
they do.” 

Blair said the 911 board 
also wanted to stress: that 
these dispatchers go 
through a lot on the job and 
are really unspoken heroes.

Elba Police Chief warns of Medicare/Medicaid 
phone scam targeting local citizens 


Elba Police Chief Leslie Hussey warns citizens, especially senior citizens, of a new 
telephone scam hitting the area. 

“We’ve had a few complaints already in our office regarding this scam,” Hussey 
said. “I want to warn our citizens to be aware of the scam and ask them not to give any 
private information to anyone over the telephone.” 

Chief Hussey said this particular scam is a Medicare/Medicaid fraud scam as the 
caller will tell the potential victim that he/she has been approved to receive a free back 
or knee brace, and then will ask the potential victim to confirm his/her identity by giv- 
ing out private information such as a social security number, etc. 

“This is definitely a scam,” Chief Hussey said. “Please do not give out any person- 
al information over the telephone. Medicare and Medicaid have all that information on 
file and would never call and ask for it. Hang up if someone asks you to provide pri- 
vate information over the telephone.” 


said it all starts with the 911 
dispatch center and the dis- 
patchers in Elba do an 
amazing job for the city. 

“They have lives in their 
hands...victims, police, 
EMT’s, firefighters,” 
MclILwain said. “We can’t 
recognize them enough.” 

MclILwain said it was 
great thinking on the part of 
Jones the night of the 
baby’s birth to have the 
driver of the vehicle to 
come to the police depart- 
ment. He said he does not 
think he would have had 
the foresight to do that if it 
had been him. 

Blair added that Jones’ 
ability to not only handle 
the baby’s delivery, but to 
also know what to do when 
the baby’s umbilical cord 
was wrapped around her 
neck was above and 
beyond the call of duty. He 
said the job these dispatch- 
ers and police officers on 
duty that night did was out- 
standing, and they deserve 
all the recognition they 
have received. 

Blair and McILwain pre- 
sented the three dispatchers 
with a plaque from the 
Coffee County E911 board 
officially recognizing them 
for the outstanding job they 
did that night.

Mayor Mickey Murdock 
presented the proclamation 
to Elba native JoJo 
McBride, on behalf Legacy 
of Hope. McBride, herself, 
is a double transplant recip- 
ient, and she said she most 
definitely knows the impor- 
tance of organ donation 
because it has given her

Gasoline prices are rising and predicted to exceed the 
prices of 2015 within the next few months. 
California is feeling the strongest increase and the 
rest of the country is following our west coast 
friends. Of course Alabama is feeling some impact 
from the phasing in of the state gasoline tax (or the 
idea of a tax increase) but the largest increase is com- 
ing from the oil companies as they claim ‘shortages’ 
at the refinery as the main issue.

Democrats are calling the 
newest single-payer health- 
care proposals “Medicare 
for All.” America has three 
major systems of govern- 
ment healthcare: Medicare, 
Medicaid, and the Veterans’ 
Administration (VA). Is a 
single-payer system more 


likely to resemble 
Medicare or Medicaid? 
President Lyndon 


Johnson’s Great Society 
established Medicare and 
Medicaid in 1965 to cover 
elderly Americans and the 
poor and disabled. The pro- 
grams cover 55 and 66 mil- 
lion Americans respective- 
ly. Medicare cost $706 bil- 
lion in 2017, while 
Medicaid, a joint state and 
Federal program, cost $580 
billion, with Washington 
paying about 60 percent of 
the tab. The VA provides 
medical care for about 7 
million veterans annually at 
a cost of $80 billion. 

I certainly understand why 
proponents want to associ- 
ate a single-payer system 
with Medicare, which is 
viewed positively. By con- 
trast, the 2014 scandal 
forced the resignation of 
VA Secretary Eric 
Shinseki. Audits revealed 
120,000 vets waiting for 
care that sometimes never 
came and systematic falsi- 
fication of wait time statis- 
tics to hide the poor care. 

Medicaid’s shortcomings 
are also well-documented. 
Low reimbursement rates 
for services leave patients 
unable to find doctors. 
Patients end up in emer-

Studies 
suggest that Medicaid 
patients might have worse 
health outcomes than the 
uninsured. 

I suspect that scaling 
up Medicare to serve all 
Americans will prove 
impossible. People dis- 
agree whether the current 
trajectory of spending will 
bankrupt the Federal gov- 
ernment, but Medicare — 
which currently serves only 
one out of six Americans — 


is clearly the primary budg- 
et threat. The 
Congressional Budget 


Office projects Medicare 
spending to increase from 
3.6 percent of GDP to 7.0 
percent by the 2040s. 
Social Security, currently 
4.9 percent of GDP, is 
expected to rise to (only!) 
6.3 percent in the 2040s. 
Current Medicare spend- 
ing understates the pro- 
gram’s full cost. Twelve 
million Americans, known 
as dual enrollees, currently 
draw both Medicare and 
Medicaid. Over one third 
of Medicaid spending is on 
dual enrollees. Medicare’s 
success today is partly a 
product of diverting 
Medicaid dollars. 
Additionally, Medicare 
may be partly responsible 
for healthcare inflation; the 
medical Consumer Price 
Index has increased 800 
percent more than inflation 
since 1970. Overall health- 
care spending has grown 
from 8 to 18 percent of 
GDP over this time. New 


and improved medical care 
- improved cancer treat- 
ments, hip and knee 
replacements, and HIV 
drugs - surely explains 
some of this increase. Yet 
Uncle Sam’s profligacy can 
drive up costs. Consider 
that one of the only markets 
witnessing more cost infla- 
tion than medicine has been 
higher education, where 
Federal student aid and 
loans are important. 

The Medicare-Medicaid 
divide illustrates how polit- 
ical considerations 
inevitably shape the quality 
of care in a single-payer 
system. Hundreds of deci- 
sions about coverage deter- 
mine the quality and cost of 
medical care. Questions 
like whether experimental 
treatments, contraception 
and in-vitro fertilization, 
physical therapy, and travel 
to the doctor’s office or 
hospital will be covered. 

The government makes 
these decisions as the sin- 
gle payer. We cannot afford 
everything for everyone, 
and will have to say no 
sometimes. Bureaucrats 
will make most decisions 
following rules set by 
Congress. When people 
learn whether something is 
covered, some will com- 
plain and our representa- 
tives will sometimes 
respond to the complaints. 

These decisions will 
reflect politics. The com- 
plaining groups politicians 
find more sympathetic or 
deserving may well get 
favorable treatment. This is

essentially the Medicare- 
Medicaid divide. Elderly 
Americans vote and are an 
influential political con- 
stituency; poor Americans 
vote infrequently and are 
politically marginal. The 
VA scandals warn that 
groups we might expect to 
be highly deserving can 
face adverse decisions. 

Private insurance and 
fee-for-service allow indi- 
viduals more choice over 
coverage. Employer pur- 
chase of most private 
health insurance and goy- 
ernment regulation today 
limit our choices. Freeing 
the market would allow 
Americans to choose the 
coverage they wish to pay 
for, not what politicians 
choose. 

A single-payer health 
insurance system may well 
provide better care than 
Medicaid. But our repre- 
sentatives and bureaucrats 
will have to deny some 
types of coverage. 
Medicaid should remind us 
that politicians are not 
always generous when dis- 
pensing healthcare.

In the midst of this recog- 
nition, Mayor Mickey 
Murdock also presented the 
proclamation for National 
Public Telecommunicators 
Week. He noted that “pro- 
fessional telecommunica- 
tors perform a critical func- 
tion when an emergency 
occurs requiring police, fire, 
or ambulance as well as 
those related to forestry and 
conservation operations, 
highway safety and mainte- 
nance activities.” 

The mayor said these 
telecommunicators are criti- 
cal to the city’s emergency 
response 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, and 
while they are not as visible 
as the men and women who 
arrive on scene of emergen- 
cies, they do provide the 
vital link to public safety 
services as part of the first 
responder team. 

Upon his recommenda- 
tion, the council unani- 
mously approved April 10- 
20th as National Public 
Telecommunicators Week. 
Several of Elba’s dispatch- 
ers [telecommunicators] 
attending Monday 
evening’s meeting, and the 
council expressed great 
thanks to them for the 
invaluable job they do for 
the city.

since 2016, according to 
Parker, through the A+ 
Program. She said the 
school had __ received 
$60,000 annually for the 
program, but that funding 
would be expire after this 
school year. 

Parker said there is a 
misunderstanding that Zion 
Chapel could no longer 
offer the AP Programs 
because that funding is 
ending; however, she said 
that is not true because the 
things needed to continue 
teaching the programs 
already are in place and the 
school would not need to 
spend another penny to 
keep it going. 

Parker said another mis- 
understanding is that dual 
enrollment is an alternative 
to AP. She said this is not 
true because dual enroll- 
ment is an offering of col- 
lege courses while AP pro- 
grams help prepare stu- 
dents for college. 

“AP offers a complete 
academic skills set,” Parker 
said. “Thinking AP and 
dual enrollment are compa- 
rable is detrimental.” 

Parker further made her 
case for the AP Program at 
Zion Chapel by using some 
figures from the State 
Board of Education. She 
said Zion Chapel’s College 
and Career Readiness num- 
bers were at 76 percent 
prior to the AP Program 
being implemented at the 
school. For the 2017-2018 
testing year, she said the 
school’s College and 
Career Readiness numbers 
were at 92 percent.

7 invite you to read Luke 19: 28- 40 and use 
this article as a devotional. 


This coming Sunday is a special and holy day in the 
Christian community. On this day we commemorate the 
day that Jesus entered into Jerusalem as the people waved 
palm branches representing victory, throwing their coats 
on the road, and shouting, “Save us, we pray!” in Hebrew 
or hosanna. This would be the reception you would expect 
a conquering hero to have, and yet Jesus communicates 
early in this parade that he is different from this by choos- 
ing to ride not on a great horse but lowly donkey. Even so, 
the crowd is whipped up in excitement that this traveling 
Rabbi from Galilee may be the one to save them from the 
foreign, Roman, occupying army. 

Yet, this day is also holy, indeed it begins the holiest 
week in all of Christianity; even the days of this week have 
special titles: Palm Sunday, Holy Monday-Wednesday, 
Maundy Thursday, Good Friday, Holy Saturday, and of 
course Easter Sunday. This day begins Jesus’ march to the 
cross, the tomb, and thankfully resurrection. There are 
many characters we see throughout this week, but one 
reoccurring character is “the crowd”. This crowd shouts for 
joy on Palm Sunday, shouts for crucifixion on Friday, and 
witnesses resurrection on Sunday. Sometimes I wonder 
which day’s crowd I could find myself to be a part. I hope 
I am a witness to resurrection and proclaim it to all I 
encounter. Yet, have I ever found myself in Friday’s crowd 
trying to silence God in my life. Maybe I’m part of Palm 
Sunday’s crowd who is worshipping God, but for all the 
wrong reasons and with all the wrong desires and expecta- 
tions. No matter what crowd I may find myself to be a part 
of today the Good News is that God is patient and forgiv- 
ing. 

This Palm Sunday will also be important in the life of the 
Elba community.

alties, ranking only behind 
World War II. Losing 
around 8,000 veterans a 
year is a major issue and 
we are trying to help fill in 
the gaps until the V. A. can 
get up to speed on this.
